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Couvnecilman Johnson offered the following resolution and moved its adoption:
(RESOULTION)

WHEREAS, Rex D. Kitchens 1s the Contractor for the erection of 2 building
Jjocated at 81517 Brazos Street and desires a portion of the sidewalk and '
street space abutting on the north 48 feet of Lots 11 and 12, Block 94, of the
Original City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, during the erection of the build-
ing, such space to be used in the work and for the storage of materials therefor;
therefore

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

1. THAT space for the uses hereinabove enumerated be granted to said:
Rex D. Kitchensg, the boundary of which is described as follows:

Sidewalk and Street beking Space

Beginning at the northeast corner of the ambove described
property; thence in a northerly direction and at right angles to
the centeriine of East 9th Street to = point 12 feet north of the
gouth curb line; thence in a westerly direction and parallel with
the centerline of Bast 9th Street approximately 92 feet to a point;
thence in a southerly directlon and at right angles to the center-
1ine of East 9th Street to the northwest corner of the above
described property.

Thence in a westerly direction and at right angles to the
centerline of Brazos Street to the east curdb line; thence in a
southerly direction and parallel with the centerline of Brazos
Street approximately 48 feet to a point; thence in an easterly
direction and at right angies to the centerline of Brazos Street
to the southwest corner of the above described property.

2., THAT the above privileges and allotment of space are granted to the
gaid Rex D. Kitchens, hereinafter termed “Contractor", upon the following
express terms and conditions: o

{1). (Bast 9%h Street) - That the Coniractor shall erect and malntain
continously in good condition during the use of sald space hereby allotted a
substantial walkway at least 4 feet high in the clear on the inside and at
least 8 feet wide, the same to be covered solidly on the street side with
boards to a height of 4 feet sbove pavement and on the bullding side to dbe
covered solidly with boards to a height of 8 feet. The top of the walkway
ghall be covered solidly with boards at least 2 inches thick, which shall be
supported at intervals sufficlently close to prevent sagging of the roofing
boards. The roof of saild walkway shall be covered with a roofing material
which will prevent leaking of the roof and provide a dry walkway at all times.
No wood strips or obstructions of any kind shall be permitted along the
pavement within the walkway, and at any time in the opinion of the City
officials it becomes necessary for any reascn to install a board floor within
the walkway, the Contractor shall upon notice fromthe Building Inspector
{mmediately place such a wood floor and substantially gupport seme to prevent
sagging under load.

(2). (Brazos Street) - That the Contractor shall erect within the above
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described working space a solid fence bduilt of not less than one-inch material
and at leagt 8 feet in height (or extending from the sidewalk to the underside
of the present awning) substantially braced and anchored and to maintain same
in good condition at &}l times while the work is in progress, The Contractor
will be permitted to put a door in the barricade that wiil either open in or
siide parallel to the barricades, and at all times that material is being de-
livered or taken away from the building, a watchman shall be provided to warn
pedestrians of approaching danger.

{3)., Thet no vehicles in loading or unloading material at the working
space shall park on any part of the street outside of the allotted working
space.

(#). That “No Parking" signs shell be placed on the street side of the
barricades.

(3). That the Contractor is permitted to construct a temporary work
office within such sllotted working space providedsuch work office is not within
25 feet of any corner street intersection.

(6). That the Contractor shall in no way obstruct any fire plugs or
other public utilities in the construction of suchbarricades.

(7), That provisions shall be made for the normal flow of all siorm
waters in the gutter and the Contractor will be responsible for any damage
done due to ebstruction of any such storm water. :

(8)., That the Contractor shall place on the outside corners of any
walkway, barricades or obstructions, red lights during all periods of darknees
and provide lighting system for all tunnels.

{(9). That the Contractor shall remove all fences, barricades, loose
materials and other obstructions on the sidewalk and street immediately after
the necessity for their existence on said sidewalk or street has ceased, such
time to be determined by the City Manager, and in any event all such sidewalk,
barricades, materials, eguipment and other obstructions shall be removed not
later than July 1, 1951,

(10).. That the City reserves the right to revoke at any time an¥ and
all the privileges herein granted or to require the erection or installation
of additional barriers or safeguards if the conditions demand it.

(11). That the use and enjoyment of the spaces herein granted shall not
be exclusive as against public needs, and the City, in making such grant
reserves the right to enter snd occupy any part or all of sald space any time
with its public utilities, or for other necessary public purposes.

(12). That any public utility, or public or private property, distrubed
or injured as a result of any of the sctivities necessary for the completion
of the construction work for said building projects whether done by the
Contractor, City forces, or public utilities, shall be replaced or repalred
at the Contractor's expense,

(13). That the Contractor shall furnish the City of Austin a surety
vond in the sum of Five Thousand Dollars ($5,000.00), which shall protect,
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indemnify and hold harmless the City of Austin from any claims or damages to
any person or property that may accrue to or be brought by any person by reason
of the exercise or abuse of the privileges granted the Contractor by the City
of Austin and shall guarantee the replacement of all sidewalks, pavement and
all other public property and public utilities distunbed or removed duriag the
construction work and shall guarantee further the construction of a walkway

and other safegmards during the occupancy of the space.

I,

{(a) The customer, acting by contract with Joe Bland Construction Company,
has caused to be installed in and along certain public street in Crestview
Addition, Section 4, an addition to the City of Austin, certain water mains and
other pipes at the location and in the sizes described as follows:

Pwelve-inch (12%) cast iron main in Woodrow
from Madison Avenue to Pasadena Drive.

Six-inch (6") cast iron main in Pasadena
Drive from Grover Avenue west to the city
1imits. In Grover Avenue from Madison to
Pagadena.

(b) The customer, acting by contract with Joe Bland Construection Company,
has caused to be installed in and along certain public streets in Crestview

Addition, Section 6, an addition to the City of Austin, certain sanitary sewer
manins and other pipes at the locations described as follows:

Six-inch (6%} sanitary sewer in Pasadena from
Grover west to the city limitsa,

Bight-inch (8Y) sanitary sewer in Grover Avenue
from Madison Avemie to Pasadena Drive. In
Woodrow from Madison to Pasadena.

II.

The contract for all such construction work was submitted to the City
and the prices of such work were spproved by the City before the work was done,
fhe 129 water mains herein described were substituted at the instance of the
¢ity for the 6% mains planned by the Customer and adjusiment has been nade by
the City with the Customer for the difference in cost resulting from the
difference in size of such mains. I$ is agreed and understood that such work
was completed and approved by the City as of September 20, 1950, and that the
cost to the Customer of the water mains and pipes herein described was Eight
Thonsand Four Humired Bighty Nine Dollars and Twelve Cents ($8,489.12) and
that the cost to customer of the sewer lines herein descridbed, including neces-
gery manholes, cleanouts and appurtenances was Six Thousand Forty Nine Dollars
and Seventy Two Cents ($6,049.72), being a total cost te customer for sll such
mains and pipes of Fourteen Thousand Five Hundred Thirty Eight Dollars and
Eighty Four Cents ($14,538.84).

II1.

For and in consideration of the refunds to the Customer by the City,
hereinafter more fully described, and in consideration that the City shall make
such repairs and changes in all of said utility improvements, pipes, hydrants,
and connections necessary to the orderly conduct of proper utility systenms, the
Customer hersby bargeins, sells, grants and conveys to the City of Austin all
of Customer's right, title, and interest in and to all said utility improvements
more fully described in Paragreph I (A) and (b), and all appurtenances thereto,
and title to such water mains and pipes and sanitary sewer mains and pipes and
81l appurtenances thereto hereafter shall be in the City of Austin,

Iv.

It is agreed that the Customer shall be reimbursed for the cost of the
water malns and pipes, and sanitary sewer mains and pipes, described in Pars-
graph 1 (a) and (b) above on the basis of the agreed total cost of Fourteen
Thousand Five Hundred Thirty Bight Dollars and Fighy Four Cents ($14,538.84),
. for 211 such water and sewér malins, pipes and appurtenances, such reimburse-

ments to be made irn the following manner: :

Refunds to the Customer by the City shall begin from Jamuary 1, 1950, the
first such refunds to cover the year 1950, and upon the execution of this
contract,the City shall pay to the Customer a sum equal to twlce the gross
amount of income realized by the City, during the calendar year 1950, from the
service and sale of water for usual, customary, and normal domestic, commercial,
and industrial uses to consumers having a direct connection with the water mains

and sewsr 1lines described in paragreph I (a) and (b), above; and within sixty
(60) days after the first day of January of each succeeding year after 1951 the
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Al

City agrees to pay to the Customer a sum equal to twice the gross income realized
by the City during the preceding calendar year from the service and sale of water
from sald water lines for usual, customary and normal domestic, commeréial and
industrial uses to consumers having & direct connection with said walter meins

and said sewer mains, until the sum of Fourteen Thousand Five Hundred Thirty
Eight Dollars and EightyFour Cents ($1L4,538.84), being the total amount of cost
of the corstruction of the utility lmprovements have been repaid, but in no event
ghall such refunds exceed said sum of $14,538.84, and the City shall not, in any
event, make such annmual payments for a period of time longer than ten (10) years
from and after September 20, 1950 even though the full cost of $14,538.84 for
such work has not been refunded in full to the Customer at the end of sald ten
(10) years; and if at any time before the expiration of said tem (10) year period
the principal sum of said cost has been repaild, further payment shall cease.

. It 1s sgreed that this contract is made with reference to the existing
Charter and ordinances of the City of Austin and laws of the State of Texas
pertaining to all matters affecting thls contrect, and the Customer agress to
comply with a1l provisions of such laws, ordinances, snd charter.

TI.

It is agreed that the City may at its optlon retain any part or all of
any sccrued refund to be made to the Customer in compliance with Paragraph IV
of this contract and refuse to make thes payments and refunds so provided for in
thisa contract in the event the Customer shall fall or refuse t¢ comply sub-
stantlally with any obligation lawfully imposed by the City of Austin or the
State of Texas regulating the platting, planning and development of subdivisions
within the City of Austin.

"WHEREAS, Austin, slong with al) of Texas, is enjoying a very rapid
growth snd development; and

"WHEREAS, it 1¢ the firm belief of this body that such growth and de-
velopment will continue on into the future, meking it imperative that
adequate fire zoning leaws and building codes te adopted and rigidly
enforced to prevent the construction of inferior buildings which would
be & scab upon the planned City of Austin of future years; and

"WHEREAS, we, the members of the Austin Assoclation of Insurance Agents,
representing 924 of the fire insurance mwemium dollars spent in Austin
and vicinity, believe that all of the citizens of our fair Cifty can be
greatly benefitted by the adoption of asdequate fire zoning laws end
adequate building codes by the City Council: .

"NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED that we, the members of the Austin
Assoclation of Insurance Agents, 4o hereby respectfully urge the

WHERTAS, by authority pursuvant to a special election held July 19, 1948,
the City Council is authorized to levy a tex of $1.15 on each $100.00 of property
values for maintenance of the Public Free Schools; and

WHEREAS, it is deemed by the City Council to be proper and advisable that
the Charter of the City of Austin be smended so as to provide a limit on tax
levies to be made for general mainitenance of the Cityof Austin and to provide
interest and sinking funds for bonded debts, both for the City of Austin and for
the Austin Indevendent School District; Now, Therefore,

BE IT RESOLVED BY THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF AUSTIN:

That at the next election to be held in the City of Austin for the purpese
of amending the Charter, en smendment be sutmltted for action of the electorate
by which there shall be fixed a limitation of $1.60 to be levied as & tax upon
each $100.00 of property values in the City of Austin for gereral maintenance of
the City of Auetin and to pey interest and provide = sinking fund on all bomfed
debts of the City of Austin, ircluding bonded debts of the city for public free
schools within the corporate limits,
